DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 
17, 2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 5, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the 

prior arts cited fail to disclose or specifically suggested providing an alert system 
including a machine sensor for detecting machine event, a recorder storing one or more 
pre-recorded audible voice messages, the audible voice messages corresponding to 
machine event, a transmitter for transmitting the audible voice messages over the public 
switched telephone network, a trigger for transmitting the audible voice messages to a 
predetermined telephone number using the transmitter upon the sensor detecting a 
predetermined machine event, and a receiver at the predetermined telephone number

for receiving the audible voice messages transmitted over the public switched telephone 
network.
